The ordinance which is number 194, 


and which was passed in 1878, reads as 
follows: 


An ordinance to provide for leasing 


the premises and property known as 
the Portsmouth Agricultural works in 
the city of Portsmouth to the Soioto 
Valley Railway company and the Ohio 
River Railway company, and to pre- 
scribe the terms for the same. 


Be it ordained by the city council of

under said lease, construct;, operate and 
maintain all the car shops and repair 
shops which both, or either of said rail- 
way companies may own, control, con- 
struct, operate or manitaln during tho 
peiiod aforesaid, to wit: the terms of 
said lease in and upon the premises 
herein referred to, and it ia further to 
be an 
expressed condition 
in said 


lease that if said companies, or either 
of them or thoif successor or assignees, 
fail or nelgect ti operate, construct and 
maintain all the oar and repair shops 
which said two roads, or either of them, 
now or may hereafter own, oontrol or 
operate exclusively in said premises in 
said city, then said lease shall operate 
ao aa to be null or void, and as a further 
condition therein it shall be expressed 
that if said companies, or either of 
them or their successors or assignees, 
operate, construct and maintain any 
other oar shops or repair shops other 
than those referred to herein, then said 
lease shall operate BO as to be null and 
void. 
Third—The 6wo said railway oom- 


panies, or either of them, or their suc- 
cessors or assignees, or whichever of 
the same may hold possession under 
said lease, are to pay all taxes which

He had betm preaching 
for years, but with no outward show of 
success, and this was bitter to Elijah, 
whose bold, aggreseive spirit would 
fiave liked to have swept over the land 
like a whirlwind, carrying everything 
before him. 
Thirdly, a lack of sym- 


pathy, for his woik and for nlrosolf, and 
tnva was the most pitiful of all. 
If 


any of us have labored on some work 
for the Lord foi years, only to realiau 
at the end that we have apparently 
failed and have been misunderstood 
and abused, we can realize the bitter- 
ness of Elijah's spirit as be exclaimed: 
'It is enough, O, Lord, take away my 
life." 


Bishop Vincent then showed how 


the Lord ministered to Elijah's wants, 
both physical aand spiritual, and en- 
couraged him to Keep up the fight, 
promising him abundant success in the 
end. From thin be drew a lesson for all 
chniohmen aud for the congregation 
he addressed, urging them not to de- 
spair, if tha future 
did seem dark. 


Bishop Vincent is determined that 
Ghriat church shall soon have an able 
rootor, who will build up tha chnroh 
ana cause it to prosper, spiritually and 
otherwise.

After a special grand jary bad been 


called to indict young Walter Helt, 
charged with the murder of Henry 
Austin, and the county baa been put to 
considerable * expense in

prompt justice might be done the ac- 
cused, Dover & MoOormiok, hie at- 
torneys, filed an affidavit in oonrt this 
morning and asked that the case be 
continued over until next term of court 
It WBS so ordered by the court, and 
the date of trial has been again changed 
to January 20th, 1898. 
The court also 


: educed bond from $5,000 to $800, and 
another effort, whch bids fair 
to be 


successful, is being made to procure 
necessary bondsmen and thus secure the 
release of the prisoner from jail, where 
lie has been since the preliminary hear- 
ing- 


The grounds on which a continuance 


ot the case was granted is set forth in 
an affidavit by the accused, wherein 
he states be has been informed and 
believes that a person, a man having 
the appearance of a laborer in agri- 
cultural pursuits, was jnst opening the 
door of the saloon and about to enter 
at the time of the shooting. 
He thinks 


this unknown, man saw the entire 
transaction and ie a material witness 
on behalf of defendant, and if defend- 
ant can produce him as a witness, 
which he expects to be able to do by 
next term of court, be can prove by shid 
witness that the defendant was not 
aiming or pointing the pistol at or 
towards 
the 
said deceased, 
Henry 


Austin, at the time the same was dis 
charged, but that defendant was level- 
ing the pistol down in front of himself, 
with the muzzle presented almost a 
light angles to the direction in which 
the defendant was then looking, anc 
that the deceased suddenly and unex 
peotedly changed his position, stepping 
jn front of the pistol, just as it was 
discharged and'that the death of Henry 
Austin was purely accidental, and not 
wrongful or unlawful. 
These facts the 


defense expeot'to prove by thia un- 
known witness. 
Due diligence to as- 


certain the name and whereabouts of 
the witness have been made, but •with- 
out success. 
From information and 


clues now being developed it is ex- 
pected to discovur this unknown wit- 
ness by next term of court. 
Affiant 


states he is informed that immediately 
after the shooting the unknown witness 
closed tbe door of the saloon and 
walked hurriedly away in the direction 
of the post-office.
